(d)  On  Crown  Land  means  Sand  members  residing  on  Crown  land  in  a 
community  administered  by  their  own  or  another  Band.  It  also  Includes 
Band  members  residing  on  Crown  land  in  a community  not  administered 
by  a specific  Band. 

(e)  Off  Reserve  means  Band  members  who  are  residing  neither  on  a reserve 
nor  on  Crown  land.
